THE LEFT FRONT.—Cast on 27 [B—32] stitches. 
Ist row.—Knit plain to last 3 sts., increase once in 
each of next 2 sts., K.1. 

2nd row.—kKnit plain. 

Repeat Ist and 2nd rows twice (33 [B—38] sts.) 
Proceed as follows :— 

Ist row.—K.1, P.1, * w.o.n., slip 1 knitways, K.2 tog., 
p.s.s.0., w.r.n., P.2, repeat from * to last 11 sts., w.o.n., 
slip l knitways, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., wl. fwd, increase 
once in each of next 2 sts., K.6. 

2nd row.—K.6, P.2, * K.2, P.3, repeat from * to last 
2 sts., K.2. 

3rd row.—K.1, P.1, * K.3, P.2, repeat from * to last 
8 sts., increase once in each of next 2 sts., K.6. 

4th row.—K.7, * P.3, K.2, repeat from * to end of row. 
Sth row.—lIncrease once in first st., P.1, * w.o.n., 
slip 1 knitways, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., w.r.n., P.2, repeat 
from * to last 10 sts., w.o.n., slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., 
increase once in each of next 2 sts., K.6. 

6th row.—K.6, P.1, * K.2, P.3, repeat from * to last 
3 sts., K.3. 

7th row.—K.1, P.2, K.3, * P.2, K.3, repeat from * 
cee 9 sts., P.1, increase once in each of next 2 sts., 
a row.—K.6, * P.3, K.2, repeat from * to last st., 
9th row.—K.1, P.2, * w.o.n., slip 1 knitways, K.2 tog., 
p.s.s.0., w.r.n., P.2, repeat from * to last 9 sts., K.1, 
increase once in each of next 2 sts., K.6. 

10th row.—K.6, * K.2, P.3, repeat from * to last 
3 sts., K.3. 

lith row.—Increase once in first st., * P.2, K.3, repeat 
from * to last 8 sts., increase once in each of next 
2 sts., K.6. (47 [B—52] sts.) 

Continue in pattern, increasing once at end of needle 
(inside border), in every alternate row, six times, whilst 
at same time increasing once at beginning of needle 
in every following 6th row twice. (55 [B—60] sts.) 
Continue in pattern, increasing once at beginning of 
needle in every following 6th row, until there are 60 
[B—65] sts. on needle. 


Work 3 rows without shaping. 

Continue in pattern, decreasing once (inside border) 
in next row and following 4th row once, whilst at same 
time increasing once at beginning of needle in 3rd row. 
Work 1 row without shaping. 

Cast off 6 sts. at beginning of next row. 

Decrease once at beginning of needle in every alternate 
row eight times, whilst at same time decreasing once 
(inside border) in 2nd and every following 4th row 
three times. (41 [B—46] sts.) 

Continue in pattern, decreasing once (inside border) 
in 2nd and every following 4th row, until 33 [B—38] 
sts. remain. 

Work 4 rows without shaping. 

Shape for shoulder as follows:— 

Ist row.—Work in pattern to last 9 [B—11] sts., turn. 
2nd, 4th and 6th rows.—Work in pattern to end of row. 
3rd row.—Work in pattern to last 18 [B—22] sts., turn. 
5th row.—Work in pattern to last 27 [B—32] sts., turn. 
7th row.—Like 2nd row. 

8th row.—Cast off 27 [B—32] sts., K.6. 

Work on remaining 6 sts. in Garter Stitch for 2 ins. 
Cast off. 


THE RIGHT FRONT.—Work to correspond with Left 
Front, working border and shapings at opposite ends 
of needle. 


THE BACK.—Cast on 87 [B—-97] stitches. 

Ist row.—kKnit plain. 

Repeat Ist row five times. 

** 7th row.—K.1, P.1, * w.o.n., slip 1  knitways, 
K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., w.r.n., P.2, repeat from * to last 5 
sts., w.o.n., slip 1 knitways, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., w.r.n., 
P.l, K.I. 

8th row.—* K.2, P.3, repeat from * to last 2 sts., K.2. 
9th row.—K.1, P.1, * K.3, P.2, repeat from * to last 
5 sts., K.3, P.1, K.1. 

10th row.—Like 8th row. ** 

Continue in pattern, increasing once at each end of 
needle in next and every following 6th row, until there 
are 107 [B—117] sts. on needle. 
Continue in pattern without shaping, 
measures same as Front to underarm. 
Cast off 6 sts. at beginning of each of next 2 rows, 
then decrease once at each end of needle in next and 
every alternate row, until 79 [B—89] sts. remain. 
Continue in pattern without shaping, until armholes 
measure same as Front armholes. 

Shape for shoulders as follows:—

Ist and 2nd rows.—Work in pattern to last 9 [B—11] 
sts., turn. 

3rd and 4th rows.—Work in pattern to last 18 [B—22] 
Sts., turn. 

5th and 6th rows.—Work in pattern to last 27 [B—32]

7th row.—Work in pattern to end of row. Cast off. 


THE SLEEVES.—Cast on 77 [B—82] stitches. 
Ist row.—Knit plain. 

Repeat Ist row five times. 

Work as given from ** to ** for Back once.

THE BACK.—Cast on 70 sts. and work in Stocking 
Stitch, increasing at each end of 7th and every following 
6th row, until there are 78 sts. 


Work straight, until side edge measures 5} inches, then 
shape armholes by casting off 5 at beginning of next 
2 rows, then K.2 tog. each end of every row, until 
60 sts. remain. |

Work straight, until front is same length as back, then 
shape shoulder by casting cff 10 at beginning of next 
2 alternate rows, armhole edge. 


THE LEFT FRONT.—Work to correspond with Right, 
reversing all shapings. 


When working shoulder dart, K.2 tog. into backs, instead 
of fronts, of stitches. 


THE SLEEVES.—Cast on 46 stitches and work 2 rows 
in K.1, P.1 rib. 


Change to Stocking Stitch, increasing at each end of 
next and every following 3rd row, until there are 64 sts. 
Work straight, until side edge measures 5 inches, then 
shape top by K.2 tog. at each end of every alternate 
row, untl 18 remain. Cast off. 


TO MAKE UP BOLERO.—Join side, shoulder and sleeve 
seams; insert sleeves. Make a narrow hem on to wrong 
side of work round all edges except sleeves, making 
sure that hem is kept firm and does not become full. 
If edge seams inclined to roll, face with narrow peter- 


sham ribbon.

Wash Fuzzy Wuszy the PATONS Way . . i ‘i á ‘ 


SOAP . . e >o Any good quality Household Soap 
may be used for washing Patons Fuzzy Wuzzy Angora, but 
if not already in flake or powder form it should be flaked 
before using. 


WASHING . . «© Thoroughly dissolve a little soap, 
flake or powder, by pouring on a quart of boiling water. 
The soap will then dissolve quickly with a little stirring. 
After dissolving, warm water should be added to the 
required amount, so that the temperature of the washing 


liquid is not higher than that of a hot bath. Do not put 
the garment in until you have tested the temperature of 
the water with your hand. If you cannot put your hand 
in the washing liquid it is too hot for Patons Fuzzy Wuzzy 
Angora. 

The garment should be put into this liquid, gently squeezed 
and moved about under the surface of the suds. l 
Do not rub, and never let Patons Fuzzy Wuzzy Angora lie 
in soap. 

If the garment is not quite clean—repeat the above.

RINSING. . «© When clean, squeeze and rinse 
thoroughly in three fresh lots of warm water, with a good 
squeeze between rinses. Squeeze well and spread out to 
dry. Do not peg garments to a clothes line or they will 
quickly lose shape. 


THOROUGH. RINSING IS MOST IMPORTANT; cold water 
should not be used for this purpose, and there should be 
no sign of lather after the last rinse. 
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Do not break wool. 

Slip the last st. on to the Crochet Hook. 

With wrong side of work facing, work edging round 
Fascinator as follows :— 

* Ch. 3, 1 d.c. in Ist ch. Miss next st., l s.c. in 
next st. Repeat from * around, being careful to keep 
corners flat. Fasten off. Press very lightly. 








Wuzzy Improves With Washing 


DRYING All garments should be dried flat 
to preserve their shape. Dry as quickly as possible, but 
do not roast garments in front of a fire. 


REMEMBER . . if you cannot put your hand in 
the washing liquid, it is too hot for Patons Fuzzy Wuzzy 
Angora.

With right side of work facing, and 
using No. 10 Needles, knit up 24 sts. along back of 
shoulder opening. Work 4 rows in Garter Stitch. Cast 
off. Sew underlap in position. Using Crochet Hook, 
work | row of d.c. along front of shoulder opening.

THE RIGHT BACK.—Using No. 11 Needles and Angora, 
cast on 29 stitches.
